ELECTRODES 

Not so vciy long ago the 
term "plastic metals'' might 
have caused surprise. Today, a 
whole range of polymers have 
been discovered which, al- 
though structurally akin lu con- 
ventional plastics, have many 
of the properties of metals, 
such as electrical conductivity, 
for Instance. One such polymer 
derived from acetylene has 
been produced by researchers 
at Pennsylvania Stale Universi- 
ty. They believe that Ibis "pla- 
stic metal" is suitable tor the 
manufacture of electrodes Tot 
the storage batteries of the 
electromobiles of the future. 

Experiments have shown that 
the capacity of such batteries 
is ten times that o! convention- 
al lead . accumulators. They do 
not exude harmful substances 
In accidents, and can be re- 
charged up to 1,000 limes. In 
addition, the plasilc electrodes, 
and, consequently, the storage 
batteries themselves, can be 
made In any shape.
